Knoxville, Tenn. — Actual experi¬ 
ence in tearing down and assembling 
airplane motors as part of the Uni¬ 
versity of Tennessee’s national de¬ 
fense training is now given mechani¬ 
cal engineering students according 
to Roscoe W. Morton, professor of 
the department.
